With the holidays approaching almost as 


fast as finals, many of us are still looking to find 
that perfect gift for a loved one. 

Increasingly, consumers are looking to the 
Internet as a way to shop. Consumers need to 
keep in mind, however, that just like increased 
alertness is prudent while shopping in the 
malls, safety is extremely important while 
shopping online. 

“One of the main things, no matter where 
you are at, is making sure you are on a secure 
site,” said John Adams, ITS client services 
supervisor. 


Amazon.com in so-called “phishing” scams 
to trick shoppers into giving up their personal 
data. 

“If you are going to order online, make 
sure you know the site,” Adams said. 

Unwanted e-mail, called spam, often 
includes offers that sound too good to be 
true, and almost as often are. Just like their 
traditional Counterpart, junk mail, spam should 
be scrutinized closely if you are considering 
pursuing one of the offers. 

Adams suggests if you get an e-mail

“The great thing about 
Steve and I are that we are very 
different leaders,” said former 
President/Regent Elizabeth 
Kraemer. “He'll be able to 
change things.” 7 

Kraemer expressed 
- ambivalence at leaving office, 

describing it as “bittersweet.” 
She said that she was still excited 
about Student Government, but 
she was also “excited to open a 
new chapter in my life.” 
“This experience has been 
amazing,” Kraemer said. 
Massara has served in 
several previous capacities 
for Student Government, 
including recording secretary, 
Faculty Senate liaison, College 
of Education senator, and most 
recently, speaker of the Student 
Senate. He is confident that he 
is ready for the president/regent 
position. 

“{Kraemer and I] just 
got back from a leadership 
conference in Florida,” Massara 
said. 

He went on to say that 
he is involved in “the process 
of writing a strategic plan for 
Student Government.” 

One of the issues Massara plans to 
tackle during his administration is smoking 
on campus. 

“I am. stoutly against smoking on 
campus. I prefer taking it to the students in 
a referendum.” 

When asked whether — students 
would participate in a referendum given 
the traditionally low turnout for Student 
Government elections, Massara said, “I 
honestly believe it will—it strikes much 
closer to home.” 

He predicted a turnout of 15 to 20 
percent. 

Another concern of Massara’s is that 
UNO is “still looked down upon by Lincoln” 
and the Board of Regents. | 

“Until you go to a Board of Regents 
meeting, you don’t know what it’s about,” 
Kraemer said. “You don’t know until you 
get into it. The Board of Regents is so 
misconstrued. .They’re not paid members. 
They’re open to dialogue; it’s not like David 
and Goliath.” |

Kraemer said her approach to the Board 
of Regents was not to speak “just to hear my 
voice,” but to save her comments for issues 
where she felt she could contribute a unique 
point or that UNO students felt strongly 
about, such as the housing issue facing a 
vote in January. 

“T think it’s a process of trial and error,” 
Kraemer said. “He might have different

“Elizabeth [Kraemer] has done a 
phenomenal job of working with the Board 
of Regents,” Massara said. 

Regarding the current controversy 
surrounding NU Regent David Hergert, 
who has paid $33,000 in fines for violating 
campaign finance laws in his 2004 regent 
campaign, Massara said he believes in 
“letting the state tackle the problem. He 
committed a wrong and according to state 
law he’s been held accountable.” 

Kraemer said she would miss the people 
involved in Student Government. 

“We have the best of the university and 


the university students in heart,” Kraemer 


said. “We care about students at UNO.”

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VaShawn Smith will be assuming 
the responsibilities of the Vice President 
of Student Government as the current 
administration of Elizabeth Kraemer and 
Lamarr Womble 
draws to a close. 

“I feel honored 
that the student 
body voted Steve 
[Massara] and me 
in,” Smith said. 

According to 
Smith, the primary 
power of the vice 
president is being 
the “appointing 
person” for Student 
Senate. He will 
appoint — students 
to roles as justices, 
place senators on 
committees, and 
help fill senate 
vacancies. 

“On top of that, 
I will represent the 
president/regent in 
meetings he cannot 
make,” Smith said.

Smith said that he and Massara sat down 
prior to running and discovered they 


agreed on most of the major issues. 

“That will make our administration 
effective,” Smith said. 

Perhaps the biggest difference between 
Smith and Massara is in their personal 
political affiliations. Massara is a member 
of College Republicans, although he is “not 
particularly active” and has had conflicts 
with their meetings this semester. 

“T am a born conservative,” Massara 
said. 

“I am a very liberal 
independent,” Smith said. 

Regarding the Faculty 
Senate’s recent support of 
same-sex benefits, Smith 
admitted that he was “not

to the Web site yourself rather than clicking the 
hyperlink in the e-mail. More sophisticated 
spammers can hide the actual destination of 
the link, even if the address is given in the 
e-mail. 

Shoppers should also be aware that e- 
commerce Web sites are not required to offer 
different customers the same price on the 
same product. Recently, there have been 
examples given in Internet communities 
depicting two users accessing online retailers 
who were quoted different prices for the same 
product, based on past purchases, preferred 
membership status and other potentially 
arbitrary considerations. Prices can also 
potentially vary between visits to a Web site, 
So it is often advisable to do price comparison 
using multiple search engines or other filters. 

Another tip Adams gives is to always 
close your browser window after making a 
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out destroyed furniture and appliances and 
ridding mold and mildew. They will also be 
installing new sheetrock, changing out wall 
plugs and other electrical items and cleaning 
up yards.

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Supreme Court hears case over military recruiters on campus

Court justices appeared sympathetic 


Tuesday to arguments that colleges 
and law schools must allow military 
recruiters onto their campuses to talk to 
students, even if the schools oppose the 
military's “don’t ask, don’t tell” policy of 
excluding openly gay people. 

Taking up a case that pits the 
government's efforts to maintain an 
all-volunteer military against the free- 
speech claims of law schools, colleges 
and universities, a majority of the justices 
seemed to be on the government's side. 
They suggested they saw noconstitutional 
problems with a federal law that requires 
schools to welcome military recruiters 
if the institutions accept government 
money and allow private employers to 
recruit. 

“It doesn’ tinsist that you do anything. 
It says that if you want our money, you 
have to let our recruiters on campus,” 
Chief Justice John Roberts said. 

The case has drawn significant 
attention as an intersection of two hotly 
debated subjects, military recruiting and 
gay rights. As the war in Iraq has drawn 
out, the military has been under pressure 
to recruit ever more actively, sometimes 
against the wishes of parents, and at 


times has failed to meets its recruiting | 


targets. At the same time, gay rights, 
especially the question of gay marriage, 
has engaged the courts, state legislatures 
and Congress. 

Given that backdrop, the notion 
of liberal colleges whose allegiance to 
gay rights is interfering with military 
recruiting could hardly be anything but a 
cultural flash point. 

The military 
on college campuses, 


actively recruits 
and a Bush 


administration lawyer stressed during 
arguments Tuesday that a ruling against 
the government could encourage a 


university to put the brakes on recruiting 
if it disagreed with other government 
policies, including the military's treatment 
of women or even the war in Iraq. 

“The free speech interests that are 
articulated on the other side would 
extend to any basis for criticizing the 
military, whether it was not liking the 
war in Iraq, the war in Afghanistan or the 
discriminatory hiring policies,” said Paul 
Clement, the solicitor general. He also 
argued that the law does not interfere 
with the schools’ free-speech rights 
because it applies only if the institutions 
choose to receive federal funding. 

E. Joshua Rosenkranz, a lawyer 
for New York University and other 
schools, argued that the federal law 
was unconstitutional because it forced 
educational institutions to condone the 
military’s policy on gays, even though 
it runs afoul of the schools’ policies 
prohibiting discrimination based on 
sexual orientation. He said the law 
violates the schools’ free-speech rights 
because it requires them to help spread 
the military’s message, which suggests 
that the schools support it. 

“This is a refusal to disseminate the 
messages of the military recruiters. It is a 
refusal to send e-mails, post bulletins and 
make arrangements for mutual exchange 
of ideas,” Rosenkranz said of the schools’ 
position. 

Some educational leaders also argue 
that many universities receive hundreds 
of millions of dollars from the federal 
government, for research and other uses, 
which have become a basic part of their 
budgets and cannot simply be given 
up. So portraying the schools’ choice as 
voluntary, or the government's action as 
anything but coercive, is unfair. 

A Philadelphia-based federal appeals 
court sided with the schools last year. It 
blocked enforcement of the law, which is 
referred to as the Solomon Amendment 
after its sponsor, the late Rep. Gerald 
Solomon, R-N.Y. The appeals court said 
the law illegally conditioned funding 
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on whether the schools supported the 
military’s message. 

- But several justices were openly 
skeptical of arguments that students 
could assume the schools supported 
“don’t ask, don’t tell” if they allowed 
military recruiters on campus. 

“Nobody thinks that this law school 
is speaking through those employers who 
come onto its campus for recruitment,” 
Roberts told Rosenkranz. “Everybody 


knows that those are the employers.. 


Nobody thinks the law school believes 
everything that the employers are doing 
or saying.” 

Rosenkranz responded that the 
schools in fact have a contrary message: 
“They believe it is immoral to abet 
discrimination.” 

“But they can say that to every 
student who enters the room,” said 
Justice Sandra Day O’Connor. 

Responded Rosenkranz: “And when 
they do it, your honor, the answer of the 
students is, ‘We don’t believe you.’” 

“The reason they don’t believe you 
is because you’re willing to take the 
money,” Roberts said. “What you’re 
saying is, This is a message we believe 
in, strongly, but we don’t believe 
in it to the detriment of $100 
million.” 

Roberts and others also 
noted that the schools would 
be free to turn away military 


recruiters if they declined federal 
money. 3 
Justice David Souter 


was most skeptical of the 
government's arguments, noting 
that the schools were arguing 
that the government was 
“forcing them to change their 
own message.” 

The military adopted the

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“don’t ask, don’t tell” policy in 1993 as 
part of acompromise between the Clinton 
White House, which wanted to eliminate 
the Defense Department’s longstanding 
ban on homosexuals in the U.S. military, 
and the Pentagon, which argued that the 
ban was necessary to maintain morale 
and good order. 

The policy allowed homosexuals to 
remain in the military as long as they did 
not reveal their sexual orientation, and it 
forbade commanders from investigating 
troops’ sexual orientation. But the policy, 
which is not at issue in Tuesday’s case, 
clashed with numerous college and 
university rules prohibiting organizations 
from using facilities if they discriminate 
on the basis of sexual orientation. The 
schools also ban organizations that 
discriminate on the basis of race, sex or 
physical disability. 

To ensure continued recruiting 
efforts, Congress passed the Solomon 
Amendment, which empowered the 
government to withhold federal money 
from any educational institution that did 
not grant military recruiters “requested 
access” to their campuses.

Ebenezer Scrooge’s final humbug

Dick Boyd stepped on stage at 
the Omaha Community Playhouse 
Sunday Dec. 4, and completed his sooth 
performance as Ebenezer Scrooge in “A 
Christmas Carol.” 

The play, which is packed with 
singing, dancing, ghosts rising from the 
floor, snow falling from the sky and as 
much Christmas cheer you can bottle into 
a two-hour show, has been running at the 
Playhouse for 30 years. And Boyd hasn't 
missed a show yet. 

The year was 1976 when Charles 
Jones wrote it, adapted from the Charles 
Dickens classic. Boyd tried out for the role 
of Scrooge, alongside some very talented 
local actors, but thought his chances. of 
obtaining the role were slim. He was only 
53 years old, and many thought he was too 
young to fill the famous red scarf. 

After 30 years, 800 performances, and 
over 425 thousand “Christmas Carol” 
watchers, it’s hard to find anyone who 
believes Boyd wasn’t the perfect man for 
the job. And on Dec. 22, when he hoists 
Tiny Tim upon his shoulder for the gigth 
and final time, fans will be left asking, 
“What will a Christmas Carol be without 
him?” 

“T had no idea this would go on for 
30 years,” Boyd said in a recent Omaha 
Publications article. “When I got started, I 
thought I’d do it for a year or two. Then it 
"just seemed to catch on to the point that it 
got to be a way of life after a while.” 

“A Christmas Carol” is a story about 
an old, cold-hearted, selfish man who 
views Christmas as just any other day. 
He ba-humbugs playful children away, 
refuses to donate any of his wealth to 
charity, and makes local townspeople run 
when he appears. 


On the night of Christmas Eve, his 
former, and dead, coworker, Jacob Marley, 
appears from the floor with chains draping 
over his body. Marley tells him that if he 
doesn’t change his ways, he’ll be forced to 
live an eternity in the chains he has created 
for himself. He goes on to tell him that he 
will be visited by three ghosts: the ghost 
of Christmas past, the ghost of Christmas 
present and the ghost of Christmas yet to 
come. 

One-by-one the ghosts visit Scrooge 
and reveal to him the man he used to be, 
the man he has become, and the man he 
dies as. Scrooge cries, laughs, dances, and 
flies his way through emotions until he is 
convinced of what he has to do. 

When he awakens on Christmas day, 
he rushes to town and startles people with 
his jolly spirit. He apologizes to his only 
nephew for past mistakes and buys his 
coworker’s family, the Cratchits, a huge 
turkey and tons of presents. He then visits 
the Cratchits and informs Bob that he’s 
going to double his pay and take care of 
his son’s medical expenses. 

The most impressive element of Boyd’s 
performance is his ability to go from the 
snarling old man, to the joyful grandpa- 
like character with such ease. Although the 
shift appears to be easy, Boyd says it’s one 
of the hardest parts of the show. 

“Playing the miser is not hard. Being 
out of your mind with happiness at the 
end is not hard. But that quick transition 
from crying my eyes out to dancing—it’s 
hard to get that across believably,” Boyd 
said in the same article. 

In the 30 years that Boyd has 
portrayed Scrooge, he has never missed 
one show or one rehearsal. There’s not 
even an understudy for him. It’s assumed 
by most that if Boyd doesn’t go on, the 
show doesn’t go on. It makes you almost 
feel sorry for the poor actor who has to fill

This is obviously harmful to 
the body, but this fact doesn’t seem 
to soak into our Christmas-filled 
brains. Marcia Adler knows. the’ 
seriousness of this issue. 

“The fasting method is 
definitely not a good plan,” 
says. “The issue with multiple 
days of fasting is that it sets your 


~ body’s metabolic system on a bit 

When the body Jeg Hansen works out at the Health Physical Education and Recreation 
Diet and exercise are the two simplest ways to keep the pounds off 


reverts back to the famine mode byilding. 


Another misconception many students 
have concerns the amount of calories they 
should consume in a single day. “The calorie 
needs of any person depends on the activity 
level of the individual,” Adler says. “A 
student that works telemarketing is very 
different than a student moving snow with a 
shovel. I often have students tell me, ‘I walk 
all day at work.’ A leisurely pace that does 
not raise the heart rate does not burn calories 
at the same rate as some one engaged in an 
aerobic activity such as unloading trucks.”

possible to cover the next slump in 
food consumption.” 

Besides the fact that your body needs 
a specific caloric intake per day to function 
properly, fasting will only cause you to eat 
more then desired when the Christmas 
spread it put on the table. 

A healthier alternative would be to eat 
three small meals for those days prior to the 
feast. Adler stresses the fact that they need to 


contain dairy, vegetables, fruits, and grains.

In short, the caloric intake for an 18 to 
24 year old student that works and goes to 
school is about 2,000 calories a day, Adler 
says. 

Let’s look at it this way: one cup of 
egenog has 342 calories, one ounce of fudge 
has 384 calories, an individual serving of 
pecan pie consists of 421 calories and a 


* handful of almond bark pretzels has 234 


calories. Bringing the grand total of snack 


calories to 1,381 calories! That's just desert, 
and a desert that many UNO students could 
easily consume. Kind of scary when it only 
takes about 3,500 calories to gain one pound. 
Three days of eating the above snacks, and 
you're there! 

This advice may seem useful, but what 
is a student to do when he is cornered in the 
kitchen, with a full Christmas dinner spread 
before his/her eyes? 

“Tf the meal is a sit-down affair, I would 
encourage faegaale to pace themselves with 
, the slowest eater at 
the table,” Adler says. 
“Usually there is a 
‘race.’ Every group 
has someone _ that 
everyone is enamored 
with how full the 
person can fill their 
plate. Or the “pace- 
setter’ is identified. 
Better get food quick 
because so-and-so is 
ready for a refill. 

“When we 
bench mark our food 
consumption against 
already _ identified 
unhealthy eaters we 
are sure to be double 
losers—both the ‘race’ 
and weight gain!” 

Try having a light 
breakfast if the noon 
meal is going to be 
the big one. And don’t 
deprive yourself. If 
you deprive yourself 
of that small sliver of 
pie your brain will 
try and justify you 
eating the pound of 
photo by Caelan Millerd fudge later on in the 
day since you passed 
on the slice of pie you 
truly desired. Marcia 
Adler’s rule for treats 
is simple: one treat at a time. 

“Tf you select one treat and then sit down 
and have to get off the chair to get a second 
helping, you're less likely to consume as 
much as you would by piling your plate,” 
she says. 

The key factor to keep in mind over the 
holidays is portions.. You shouldn’t deprive 
yourself of holiday foods. It’s natural that we 
look forward to them every

year, so why not enjoy? You can eat anything 
on the dinner table, as long as you use small 
portions. If you have a plate filled with small 
scoops of each item, you will find yourself 
full, and less likely to go back to the table to 
pick at the decadent dish you passed up. 

Now that dinner is over think of healthy 
ways to keep yourself active. The biggest 
mistake we make is sitting on the couch 
watching football (unless it’s a game at 
the McManus residence, where things get 
broken, pictures fall of walls, and screams 
can be heard throughout the town). If you 
just sit after a meal, nothing is burned! 
Watch all those who remain at the table 
after the meal is over—they continue to eat.

the calories in a pile of mashed potatoes but 


discount the calories in the Ranch | dressing 
that we dip the carrots or pizza in.” 

Remember that very few of us actually 
eat because we are hungry. We unfortunately 
eat to change how we are feeling. Much 
of the holiday weight gain is caused by 
easing feelings with food. Food acts as a 
suppressant just like any drug or addiction. 
We use food to manage depression, anger, 
love and even hate. It’s a vicious cycle. 

Although a lot of this information 
discusses issues that we often try to ignore, 
there is no doubt that anybody wants to gain 
unwanted weight. Keep these simple tips in 
mind, and have no fear when the Christmas 
holiday is near.

Not since: 1993, when the Omaha locals 311 — 


released their first studio album Music, has 
there been a year when the 43" largest city 
in the United States performed 


like it belonged in the top 10. — 
Back in the | 
Saddle..Creekj{ 
The biggest and arguably most 
surprising breakthrough in 
Omaha-based music came at 
the beginning of the year when 
Conor Oberst, lead singer of 
Bright Eyes and the brainchild 
behind Saddle-Creek Records 
released a double-CD pack 
that included Digital Ash in a Digital Urn 
and I’m Wide Awake, It's Morning. Both 
released on January 25, 2005, the two albums 
debuted at number 15 and number 10 on 
the Billboard Music Charts respectively. 
With Digitial Ash in a Digital Urn, Oberst 
focuses more on an electronic-based sound 
reminiscent of his days as a member of 
Norman Bailer, predecessor to the national 
indie powerhouse, The Faint. Songs 
like “Take it Easy (Love Nothing)” and 
“Gold Mine Gutted” if anything, solidify 
Oberst’s status as one of the most talented 
and prodigal lyricists of this generation. 
It was I’m Wide Awake, It’s Morning, however, 
which gave Oberst his real success. The 
tracks “Lua” and “First Day of My Life” 
became radio staples on college campuses,

not only in Nebraska, but around the world. 
Wide Awake was also the only of the two 
releases that was able to break in on the UK 
Charts, topping at number 23. 

Most impressive however, was that 
Bright Eyes’ two singles from the two 
releases, “Lua” and “Take it Easy (Love 
Nothing)” reached numbers one and two at 
the Billboard Top 100 Singles Charts, which 

was the first time the feat 
| had been accomplished 
| in almost eight years. 
; Also in 2005, Saddle Creek, 
» the record label started by 
| Oberst had it’s biggest 
| success to-date with new 
releases from its major 
staple artists: Cursive, 
Mayday, Son Ambulance, 
Broken Spindles, Azure 
Ray counterparts Maria 
Taylor and Orenda Fink, and possibly the 
next biggest Omaha success story: Criteria. 

In August 2005, Criteria released their 
second studio album entitled When We Break, 
and has had enormous success around the 
country. The album was essentially created 
completely in the mind of front-man Steve 
Pedersen, who, after returning to Omaha 
from Duke Law School, spent six months of 
2001 in a basement room writing. It was only 
after Pedersonrecruited amotley crew oflocal 
musicians that Criteria was truly formed and 
released En Garde from Pedersen’s writings. 
Pederson and Criteria’s When We Break, 
the band’s first release on the Saddle Creek 
label has been called “sophisticated emo” 
and songs like the group’s first and to date, 
only single, “Prevent the World,” help back

supreme accomplishment that mixes the 
right amount of musical quality with an 
effective use of addictive rhythms that may 
not be seen as quality because they are not 
endlessly complicated. They are, however, 
the trademark of a band that has mass 
appeal across genres. Songs 
like “Wishing I Were You” 
and “Hell to Pay” are equally 
as impressive as the band’s 
first two singles, signaling that 
it has no where to go but up. 
Emphatic’s success has 
been the major story of the 
Omaha music scene, starting 
as a relatively unknown 


rock and, apparently, have ® 
managed to beat the rest of 
the country to the punch on what could 
be the dubbed the new “Omaha sound.” 
The first release of this new sound was from 
Venaculas, a band that had been around 
for several years, but really hit it big with 
their January 2005 CD/DVD release entitled 
Therapy. Venaculas began to getheavy play on 
local stations like MavRadio and The River, 
eventually amassing a continually expanding 
fan base that followed them like gypsies to 
each and every one of their live shows. 
The first single from Therapy was the 
catchy, upbeat and rhythmic “Out of Time” 
followed quickly by the band’s biggest hit 
to date, “Fly” which takes the best parts 
of “Out of Time” and magnifies them into 
a huge crowd favorite. Both songs were 
played in heavy rotation on the radio and 
propelled the band into a nearly non-stop 
eight-month tour of the Midwest and a 
reputation that now proceeds them as they 
take the next step forward, having recently 
signed a record deal with Random Records. 
In May, another band, Cellador, who 
specializes in melodic thrash metal, released 
a self-financed four-track demo entitled 
Leaving All Behind. The release features the 
songs “Leaving All Behind,” “Seen Through 
Time,” “No Chances Lost,” and “Forever 
Unbound,” each of which display the talent 
of the band through complicated riffs created 
by the band’s bassist Valentin Rakhmanov 
as well as guitarists Chris Petersen_and Sam 
Chatham, who recently left the group. 

The band, who has been together for 
just over one year and even used to feature 
former MavRadio General Manager and 
UNO alumnus Josh Krohn, has skyrocketed 
to fame since their formation, playing shows 
with metal icons like The Black Dahlia 
Murder, who passed Cellador’s album 
off to a representative 
for Metal Blade Records. 
In early November, the 
band’s hard work paid off, 
signing a major record deal 
with Metal Blade Records. 
The band is now listed 
under the same banner as 
bands like As I Lay Dying, 
Unearth, Six Feet Under, 
and Lamb of God. 

Also in 2005, 
the youngest band in this new wave of 
Omaha-natives looking to make names 
for themselves in the music world is the 
quickest to reach success. Not surprisingly, 
they are one of the most popular bands 
Omaha has seen in years. The band, which 
has been around for about a year, released 
its self-titled debut in the spring of 2005 and 
since then has been on a collision course 
with success beyond its wildest dreams. 
The release features the tracks “Back 
Home” and “In My Head,” the radio 
singles and best known songs from the 
band, but the entire ten-track album is a

band playing various shows 
across the city but then 
getting its big break in opening for the 
multi-platinum selling 311, also natives 
of Omaha, after winning lowa Western’s 
River Concert Series earlier this summer. 
The band began to headline shows soon 
after and, as of Nov. 25, were just signed 
to Universal Records, one of the biggest 
record labels in the nation, housing major 
artists like Godsmack, Blue October, 
The Mars Volta and Three Doors Down. 
Since Jan. 2005, three Omaha artists have 
signed, one has had two top-ranked singles 
on the Billboard Music Charts, and others 
have had countless new releases from one 
of the biggest independent music labels in 
the country. These accomplishments don’t 
even begin to scratch the surface of how 
important a year it was for music in Omaha 
with groups like Straight Out of Junior 
High, Kill Bosby, Grasshopper Takeover and 
Sarah Beneck and the Robbers, as well as 
countless others, all releasing new material. 
Several years ago, Omaha was dubbed 
“the new Seattle,” and while it may have 
taken several years, the musical talents of 
Omaha artists are proving that not only 
are they “the next Seattle,” in reality, 
Omaha is better...much, much better.

Xbox 360 is a spectacular system; 
unfortunately you can’t find it anywhere 
but eBay. 

When it finally becomes available 
in stores, it will likely be early January 
and we’ll be back to school. I did get 
my hands on a brand new product 
information pamphlet, however, and 
following are the basics of the system. 

The console was due to hit stores 
Nov. 22 and area retailers quickly sold 
out 

Exactly three years after Microsoft 
introduced us to Xbox, it quickly became 
the console of choice for celebrities and 
hardcore gamers. Microsoft reorganized 
themselves over the past 3 years and 
developed a far superior console and 
entertainment media hub. 

First off, Microsoft did what they 
always do best: throw money at a 
problem, and Xbox 360 was blessed 
with an initial $2 billion in marketing 
expenses alone. 

The console itself is an amazing 
piece of technology and is worth far 
more than Microsoft is charging for it. 
Microsoft allegedly loses over $150 on 
each $400 system sold, but they are more 
than willing to absorb that loss because 
they are betting on a long term win 
over their rival, Sony. At its heart, the 
console runs with three separate 3.2 GHz 
cores specially designed by IBM, and the 
power adapter runs so hot, according 
to owners, that some had to resort to 
hanging it in the air just so it gets enough 
air circulation so the games would not 
freeze. 

For those of you in a market for Xbox 
360, it comes in two flavors: the core 
system and the one you should get. The 
core system, priced at $299, is just an Xbox 
360 along with a wired controller and a

A/V. cable. The fully 

loaded Xbox 360 comes with the 
system itself, a detachable hard drive, a 
wireless controller, an Xbox Live headset 
for online play, component HD cable for 
HDTVs, and an Ethernet cable for online 
game play, all for $399. The second 
system is a much better value, includes 


everything that one would need for 
gaming and it is pretty much the only 
version of a console that one should 
even consider. 

The 360 was designed to be a 
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digital media hub for modern homes. 
While its primary goal is gaming, it 
is designed to take full advantage of 
modern entertainment centers. With out- 


of-the-box high definition TV support, ' 


games will look more stunning than 
ever. In addition, Xbox 360 will let users 
view photo slideshows, listen to music 
or watch DVDs. Owners of the Media 
Center PC’s will find integration between 
the 360 and the PC to be seamless and the 
new Xbox will let users connect to that 
PC to stream any of the content from it 
or to set up TV shows for recording from 
your living room. All pictures on a media 
center machine can also be accessed and 
viewed as a slideshow with audio tracks. 
Music from a PC can also be streamed 
right into the box and CDs can be ripped 
onto the hard drive so that you may 
enjoy your own’ music during game play. 
Xbox Live also lets players communicate 
with anyone else in the world, chat with 
buddies or develop war strategies as you 
precede though the game. 

The only problem with the system 
is the fact that it is practically sold out 
everywhere. The only place that carries 
Xbox 360 at the moment is eBay, selling 
over 40,000 of them since launch date, 
and most of them are going for $800 per 
system and some for more than $1,000. 
This price is likely to edge higher as the 
holidays rolls around and parents realize 
that an Xbox 360 will be lacking under 
the tree. 

Microsoft is reassuring buyers that 
new consoles will be coming soon, but 
the shortage is obvious and it may hurt 
them in the long run as Sony rolls out 
their PlayStation 3 and competition in 
the market heats up. In the short run, 
if it is absolutely necessary to get an 
Xbox 360, eBay may be your only choice, 
otherwise as time goes on, more consoles 
will seep into the U.S. market so that 
everyone can have an 360 of their own.

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International student athletes find success amid struggles in U.S.

All incoming freshman have 
a lot of paperwork to sign before 
they can start college, but most of 
them don’t need a United States 
congressman's office to expedite a 
visa in order for them to start classes 
on time. 

“We had to actually expedite 
Juha Uotila’s visa application 
interview in Helsinki, Finland by 
going to Congressman Lee Terry's 
office,” said Mike Kemp, the head 
coach of UNO’s hockey team. 
Without the help of Terry’s office, 
Uotila may have started school two 


_ weeks late. 


“We owe a deep debt of 
gratitude to congressman Terry’s 
office for facilitating that,” Kemp 
said. 

Uotila is a native of Espoo, 
Finland and one of 15 international 
student-athletes at UNO. 

There are many similarities 
between what an_ incoming 
American freshman and = an 
incoming international freshman 
has to do in order to be enrolled at 
UNO. All students have to submit 
transcripts before they can be 
admitted, except those transcripts 
have to be interpreted by the 
international students office. 

“We're fortunate _—sihere 
because we have an international 
students office that is really 
very knowledgeable about the 
requirements forthe foreignstudent,” 
Kemp said. “They work very hard 
with us to facilitate obtaining all of 
that information.” 

Both incoming students have 
to take either the ACT or SAT and 
score a minimum number of points. 
International students and student- 
athletes have to take an additional 
test called the Test of English as a 
Foreign Language, or the TOEFL, to 
show that they can be a successful 
student in an English taught class 
room. But this is not always a 
smooth. process. 


“This last summer there was — 


a problem with Juha’s test scores, 
getting them from Finland to the 
SAT testing facility and getting 
processed,” Kemp said. “They got

lost in the process. We really did get 
pushed back against the envelope 
as far as getting him admitted and 
getting his visa.” 

Getting a legal visa is the next 
step an international student-athlete 
faces that an American athlete does 
not. As Uotila’s experience shows, it 
is not always an easy process. 

“Tt was a lot of work and I was 
actually a couple weeks late because 


Mavericks started recruiting him 
over two years ago, Kemp said. 

The next step of the process is 
evaluating eligibility between the 
European club team system and the 
NCAA‘ eligibility rules. In Europe, 
sports and education are completely 
independent of one another. Many 
towns in Europe have their own 
club teams. Under the organization 
of the clubs, there is generally an elite 
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Tomas ab te one of 15 international athletes at UNO, said

I couldn’t get all the paperwork 
done,” Uotila said. “The whole 


summer I signed paperwork and it 


seems like that was all I did.” 

The student-athlete is not the 
only person who has to do extra 
work to get them to college in the 
United States. Coaches spend a 
lot of time talking to sports agents 
in Europe and actually traveling 
overseas to see the prospects in 
person. 

The first step of the recruiting 
process is seeking out the talent. 
There are several ways that a school 
can find talent in foreign countries. 
Tomas Klempa, a forward for the 
Mavericks hockey team, was playing 
in the United States Junior Hockey 
League for three seasons before 
signing with UNO. Klempa played 
for the same team as sophomore 
forward Bryan Marshall. UNO also 
uses contacts with sports agents who 


work in both Europe and the United . 


States. One of these agents contacted 
UNO about Juha Uotila and the

tates is a different life.” 


level team, a first division team and 
a junior team. As long as a player 
only plays for the junior level team 
he is still eligible to play for a college 
in the United States, Kemp said. 

“You really have to be careful 
about where a player has played,” 
Kemp said. “You have to really delve 
into the background to make sure 
that a player has not been brought 
up to play at the elite league level for 
a game or two, just to see what he 
could do, and then sent back to the 
junior team. before you get involved 
with recruiting because that could 
actually taint them for eligibility 
purposes.” 

The other thing coaches from 
the United States have to deal with 
when recruiting a European athlete 
is the unwillingness for the club team 
to see that athlete go. Club teams 
spend a lot of time and money on 
their junior athletes and want that 
athlete to stay and play for their elite 
level team. 

“That does become an issue,”

Kemp said. “There’s a lot of times 
that you'll go into a rink in Europe 
and the people who are operating 
the teams there won't give you any 
help at all.” 

Once a player goes through all 
the red tape to get to the United 
States they face some of the same 
issues as many college freshmen. 

“This is the first time for me 
living away from home,” Uotila 


said. “It’s a little different having to 
make your own food and having to 
manage your time table.” 

Unlike American freshmen, 
international student-athletes have 
cultural differences to adjust to as 
well. Some athletes don’t even know 
what to expect as they are on the 
plane to America. 

“Slovakia is totally different,’ 
Klempa, a native of Prestany, 
Slovakia, said. “It’s a different 
life, different culture, the food 
is different. It’s a totally different 
world. I definitely miss it. I expected 
America to be like in the movies, 
and how the movies show it. I didn’t 
know how America is except for in 
the movies, it’s just a different life, 
different everything. In the movies, 
they show the good parts, the good 
life. It’s totally different than you see 
in the movies.” 

Uotila agreed that 
it was different but did 
have an idea of what the 
United States was like 
because his older sister 
lived here for seven 
years.

feelings on. Christmas break. 

“Going home for Christmas 
is probably going to be the worst 
part,” Klempa said. “Going home 
and coming back again is what 
sucks the most.” 

To help battle the culture shock, 
coaches and teammates do their 
best to help international student 
athletes. 

“We obviously give them 
constant direction,constant feedback, 
and constant support as far as how 
to do things, what to do and where 
to go,” Kemp said. “We also rely a 
lot on their teammates to help point 
them in the right direction.” 

UNO’s | athletics program 
has seen many successes with its 
international athletes on and off the 
field. In the spring of 2005 a pair of 
international athletes led the outdoor 
track and field team to an 11th 
place finish in the NCAA Division 
II national championships. Faluso 
Makinde, a native of Ipetumodu, 
Nigeria was an All-American and 
will lead the 2005-2006 track team. 
Anastasia Kyvelidou, a native of 
Edessa, Greece took the national 
outdoor title in the heptathlon and 
the national indoor title in the triple- 
jump. She was named the NCAA 
II female track athlete of the year 
for 2004-2005 and competed for 
the Greek National Team in the 
European Cup last summer. 

Daniel Samuelsson held a 4.0 
grade-point-average at UNO for 
four years and is currently attending 
medical school in Poland. 

Kemp sees the players on his 
team carrying on this tradition 
and opening the way for more 
international. student-athletes _ at 
UNO. 

“We've had some experience 
with European players in the past 
and it’s been generally successful,” 
Kemp said. “With the way [Klempa 
and Uotila] have adapted to our 
school, hockey program and system, 
I would expect we will have more 


- [success] in the future as well.” 
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the Cardinals suffered two conference 
losses during their first two conference 
games.

Since the Ranch Bowl closed in late 
spring, Omaha’s concert outlook was 
seemingly bleak with only one real venue 
that could hold enough patrons for national 
shows.
